But the conditions that 
are so favorable for thetproduction of wheat in the prairie west are 
not favorable to the production of apples. Under present condi- 
tions it is good business for the prairie farmer to employ his time, 
his Jabor And his capital in)producing wheat and hogs, beef and 
butter, and to buy his apples from those who are so circumstanced 
@s to mreduce them to better advantage than he can. 

There are nearly two million people on the prairies, They all! 
need, and nearly all“want, apples—as many as they can afford ‘o | 
pay for, While apples are not a food to the same extent that flour | 
andibeef are, they form an article of diet of the greatest advantage | 
in maintaining a healthy condition of the human system, whether 
in young or old. { . 

The apple orchards nearestito the prairies are in the valleys 
surrounding and adjaqent to thé Okanagan, the Kootengy, the 
Arrow, the Shuswap, and the Kamloops lakes, in southeastern 
British Columbia, From MacLeod in Alberta(to,the orchards of 
Creston on Kootenay Lake the distance on the Crows Nest branch of 
the C.P.R. is 236 miles, and from Calgary to the orchards of Salmon 
Arm on the main line to Vancouver the distance is 326. Orchards are 
more largely developed in the Okanagan than in any of the other lake | 
valleys. From Calgary-to Vernon at the north end of Okanagan lake 
the rail distance is 358 miles, as compared with 1300 miles from the} 
orchatds of Ontario to Winnipeg. Winnipeg, at the eastern edge of 
the prairies is considerably nearer the orchard centre of Vernon, 
B.C, than it is to Toronto, Under such conditions as to transport- 
ation the orchards of South Eastern British Columbia are those to 
which the residents of the prairies, and especially of the western part 
of the prairies, naturally look for their apple supply. } 

As the orchards of the lake region of British Columbia are the 
natural source of supply for the whole of the prairie west, that 
region has a community of interest with the prairies that should Jead 
to better acquaintance. While there is a natural diversity of interest 
between 'the buyer and seller, there must also be an important inter- 
dependence, The welfare of the one means welfare of the other, and 
the better they know each other the better!they will get along 
in their mutual transactions. 

To those reside..‘s of the prairies, whether in/town or country, 
who are inclined, and have the means t» take a summer outing, the) 
orchard valleys of the lake region(of British Colnmbia, backed by 
rugged ‘hills, sometimes forested, and often snow capped, offer 
attractions that cannot be surpassed on the continent or in the 
world. The'scenery of the Rockies is grand beyond description. Bu

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An Error in Comparison 


Recently The Bulletin has been 
giving some attention to the mat- 
ter of freight rates on wheat to 
Vancouver. Comparisons were 
made on a basis of 46 cents per 
100 to Vancouver as against 36 
cents to Fort William. The Bulle- 
tin is now informed that the 46 
cent rate to Vancouver is 9 local, 
not an export rate, and that the 
export rate is 31 cents. As The 
Bulletin was dealing with the 
question of export its comparisons 
misleading. 
But, by the way, how did it hap- 
pen that there was only one rate 
to Fort William, for both local 
consumption and export, and dif- 
fering rates to Vancouver. Ap- 
narently the charges are not fixed 
by the length of haul, the grades, 
or the commodity, but only by the 
use to be made of the commodity. 
The point that The Bulletin was 


attempting to make was that the |. 


railway rates westbound demand- 
ed drastic handling by the railway 
commission. That point is em- 
phasized by the fact of the wide 
difference in the rates to Van- 
couver for local consumption and 
for export.
